DELIVERY  will  be  made,  whenever  possible,  in  time  for  fall 
planting,  which,  experience  has  shown,  is  preferable. 


To  make  sure  of  having  fresh  stock,  at  all  times,  only  a  small 
excess,  over  orders  actually  on  hand,  is  collected.  For  this  rea¬ 
son,  it  is  important  that  orders  be  placed  as  early  in  the  season 
as  possible,  to  insure  delivery  of  full  Quantities. 


All  offers  are  made  and  orders  accepted,  subject  to  goods 
being  unsold,  and  to  crop  conditions;  and  the  right  to  limit  quan¬ 
tities  to  any  one  customer,  and  to  reduce  orders,  proportionately, 
is  reserved. 


ALL  SHIPMENTS  go  forward  at  purchaser’s  risk.  With  is¬ 
suance  of  receipt  by  common  carrier  all  responsibility  of  shipper 
ceases  and  claims  for  delays,  losses  or  injury  to  shipment  in 
transit  must  be  filed  with  the  common  carrier  by  the  purchaser. 


LIABILITY:  The  greatest  care  is  exercised  in  collecting  and 
handling  all  stock,  to  insure  purity  and  high  quality,  but  it  is 
sold  without  warranty,  expressed  or  implied,  and  I  can  not  be, 
in  any  respect  responsible  for  the  crop.  All  goods  must  be  ac¬ 
cepted  on  these  terms  or  immediately  returned. 


Every  effort  will,  however,  be  made  to  o-djust,  satisfactorily, 
any  differences  which  may  arise  as  a  result  of  error;  and  assist¬ 
ance  in  securing  payment  for  losses,  resulting  from  neglect  of 
the  carrier,  will  be  cheerfully  rendered. 


Claims  resulting  from  error  must  be  postdated  not  later  tnan 
three  days  after  receipt  of  goods  and  invoice.  No  adjustment 
can,  und..-r  any  circumstances,  be  made  if  seed  has  been  planted.
